handle 
lumber froa. 


the time it is unloaded from cars un- 
til

reaches the machines where 


manufacture starts. One handling of 
the lumber, and in some cases two, 
will be saved by the new equipment. 
The present kiln requires 30 days for 
properly drying green lumber, and 
gives an out rut for factory use of 
7,000 feet 
The new kilns will re- 


duce the lime required for drying to 
10 days, and will afford an output of 
1.1.000 feet a day. 


The main drawback in meeting the 


largely increased business has been 
the inability to turn out enough sea- 
soned 1 imber for manufacture into 
meat blocks and other products of 
the company. 
Work is therefore be- 


ing rushed and it is expected that the 
kilns will be in operation within thir- 
tv days. As soon as they are com- 
pleted tho old kiln will be added to 
the factory space.

on that memorable sixth of April. 


The world can never jjo back to the 


plane of 1JH I. A new order of things is 
beiiu« evolved everywhere, and it is be- 
cause of America's moral judgment of 
the conflict and of ils moral demands 
when it was drawn into it. The Ameri- 
can ideal has not been sacrificed, it'has 
not been lost. 
It may be temporarily 


under clouds in spots, but it will even- 
tually emerge to light the pathway and 
guide the aspirations of peoples every- 
where. The war was not fought in vain. 
It was the victory we set out to attain, 
and in time we shall see its fruits. 


THREE YEARS A(iO TODAY 


Three years ago today the I'nited 


States cast its lot with the allies in the 
war to overthrow autocracy and militar- 
ism, and to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy. From the day of its entrance 
there was no possible doubt as to the out- 
come. If (icrmaiiy did not reali/e this it 
did not take her long to find out. In 
eighteen months the thing was accom- 
plished. If e\er the single purpose of a 
people was carried through with preci- 
sion and ceilainly. it was the resolution 
of this nation to put down the doctrine 
that might makes right and to once and 
forever establish the security of free na- 
tions. 


Three years have passed since America 


entered the world war, and the spiritual 
influence of that momentous decision is 
still strongly felt. 
It was a stand for 


ideals and the soul of the nation was ex- 
alted as on but two previous occasions 
in ils history. Although this conflict did 
not test American fibre as did the I»e\o- 
lution or the Civil war. it nevertheless 
was a tremendous and searching test of 
our national morality. America rose to 
the test and proved itself worth all 
that Washington gave to create and Lin- 
coln to preserve it. Just as the larger 
significance of the Civil war and its con- 
sequences were the better realized with 
time, so will the meaning and effects of 
America's participation in the world war 
come to be better understood in the ful- 
ness of years. 


Today we hear questioning, doubts and 


apprehension. We hour suggestions which 
infer that what America fought for in 
1917 was not won. We hear that she sur- 
rendered results and her high preten- 
sions at the conference of Versailles. 
Some of us think we see in the struggle 
of democracy for a breathing place in 
various parts of the world, in the fight- 
ing among theimches of liberated small 
nations, in the rearing of the head of im- 
perialism here and there, in the inequali- 
ties and injustices of reordered boundary 
lines, in the literal departure of the terms 
of peace from many of Mr. Wilson's 
fourteen points, in the outbreak of bol- 
shevism and civil strike, a negation, a 
failure of American aims. We hear this 
superficial view used as reasons why the 
I'niled Slates should not enter a league 
of nations, why it should not subscribe 
to the trealy of peace, why it should 
withdraw itself from the rest of the 
world and abandon the very thing it 
drew the sword to fight for. 


Men who analyze the period through 


which the world is now passing in this 
light have a restricted vision. 
It was 


impossible that the idealism America 
personified in the war should instantly 
prevail wilh victory. It involved new 
conceptions to all of ils allies who osten- 
sibly were fighting wilh us for a com- 
mon purpose. To expect that the whole 
world should be immediately re-made, 
according to American standards or 
American aims was a far-fetched dream. 
II lias not been and could not be. Much 
of Kurope is in chaos, all of it is seeking 
to ground itself on new levels. 


Hul this much is true: The war has 


s\\epl away old political structures and 
cleared the way for in-w foundations on 
which will be built, gradually and slow- 
ly in some instances but surely neverthe- 
less, institutions which lend to establish 
freedom, justice and democracy. 
The 


war cleared the decks for this great 
transformation, and nothing can slop it. 
Much of what follows must be evolution- 
ary, but all of il nor any of il can take 
place in a day. The truth is thai Ameri- 
ca's purpose has prevailed, and thai this 
war has accomplished what this nation 
demanded il should accomplish. Auto- 
cracy may not fully know it has been put 
to death, free government in a world 
sense is slili too fresh in birth to sense its 
existence, but both an- :iehie\e«| facts so 
far as the future is concerned. Il may IK- 


srrrORT THE RAILROADS 


The railroads are asking for addition- 


al appropriations of •*KUUHMXUOO. This 
is Iheir claim against the government to 
pay the guaranteed returns during the 
last few months of government operation 
and until September 1st next, in accord- 
ance wilh the terms of the recent act 
passed hy congress. The appropriation 
has been recommended by the director 
of finance for the railroad administra- 
tion, and since il is a legitimate lien upon 
the federal treasury it ought to he au- 
thorized and paid. If this amount is ap- 
proved by congress it will make a grand 
tolal of *1.880.000.000 expended from the 
national funds for the use and benefit of 
the railroads during government control. 


.Of this sum it is said $600,000,000 rep- 


resents an actual deficit, which is to be 
charged up as a part of the cost of war. 
The balance or *1,200.000,000 roughly 
speaking, is said lo have been expended 
in improvements and betterments for 
which the government ultimately will be 
reimbursed. This, however, is problem- 
atical. If railway executives and em- 
ployes are competent and unprejudiced 
judges, the properties are in far worse 
condition than when the government 
took them ovcii Even discounting their 
opinions il is safe lo say the money Ihe 
government has put into Ihe railroads 
by way of improvements represents lo a 
large extent only maintenance, and that 
it would have no claim upon the owners 
for moneys applied in upkeep. 


There is no denying the fact that the 


railroad situation is anything but salis- 
tactory. Properties, and 
particularly 


tracks am' equipment, are not in as good 
shape on the whole as they were before 
the war. It is said that motive power 
runs from .10 to 80 per cent of pre-war 
efficiency, while it is a notorious fact that 
freight cars by the thousand are in such 
a condition of depreciation and disrepair 
lhal they are not fit to operate. Ship- 
pers are compelled to use any kind of 
cars placed at their disposal and they 
are lucky if they secure a floor on four 
wheels. Undoubtedly the severe short- 
age' of rolling stock is largely due lo an 
actual reduction in the available supply 
due lo the policy of permitting cars to 
go to pieces. Track repairs and main- 
tenance have not been what they \\ere 
before. Nothing like the sum per mile 
for roadbed upkeep has been spent by 
the government that Ihe owners used to 
deem an absolute necessity. In our own 
opinion the government and Ihe people 
will get of! cheaply if Ihe use of the rail- 
roads <luring the war does nol cost them 
more than a billion and a half, or a bil- 
lion at the least in real money. Bui what- 
ever the cost it ought to be defrayed in 
a business-like manner and in good faith, 
precisely the same as any man pays his 
just debts and performs his moral as 
well as legal obligations. 


This financial side of Ihe experiment 


of government operation of the railways 
may or may not constitute an indictment 
of government ownership. Il all depends 
upon the point of view. There is plenty 
of argument on both sides, as well as 
plenty of assumptions which can neither 
be proven or disprove!!. However, tlu- 
nation is now committed to pri\alc own- 
ership and operation. That policy is lo 
continue for some time lo come. 
Il is 


therefore up lo the country, and this in- 
cludes the people as well as congress, to 
gi\e the railroads lhal support and co- 
operation which will hasten their re- 
habilitation, and will help to put them in 
such shape thai Ihcy will be able lo ren- 
der lo the public improved and adequate 
service.
